Yet, like all men who build for the un- 
born generations, he has done the work 
for its own sake, unheeding the present 
raise or blame of other men, ~ With 
otal tineonscionsness of saying a fine 
thing simply, he stated this, himself, at 
@ banquet given in his honor at Win 
nipeg: ‘‘After an absence of twénty- 
five years,’’ said he, ‘I have come back 
among my fellow-countrymen to devote 
the rest of my life in assisting to settle 
and devélop my native country, and if 
in the end it can be said Canada is bet- 
ter off because I have lived, then my 
mission shall have been fulfilled.’ 

It takes a pretty big man to make a 
strong and lasting impression upon the 
material affairs and the course of his- 
tory in twe great nations, Davidson has 
done this—by sheer inborn force, and no 
adventitious aids whatever, Bare 
hands, steady eyes, the power to discern 
a duty and the instant readiness to do 
it, made up his capital when, in early 
ing Soe he first faced the worl 

Yow, in the high noon of his is, 
he is commander of many great inter- 
ests, all of them operating for the good 
ef thousands of people fund has at his 
eall whatever reso: may be neces- 
wy to anything A undertakes, 

ut the one ormance by which 
his name will be carried forward was 
his promulgation of ‘proofs of the fact 
that the Basketchewan Valley woulu 
grow abundantly the best wheat in the 
world. 

There is no need for going into that 
story now. It is well enough known, 
and so is the other fact, that when he 
had established the truth about Sas- 
katchewan and the western plains, in 
the face of clamor to the contrary, he 
set about'at once to utilize it by cover- 
ing the land with farmers. It was an 
undertaking too immense for any but 
the largest and broadest kind of method 
—the country was so big. He had lived 
among the farmers of the middle west 
ern states, and he knew the desire that 
was growing-up among them for more 


Jand. It really was a daring conception 
that lay at the back of his invasion of 
those states in search of settlers, for 
it, squarely confronted a widespread 
sentiment -a, 


inst changing flags, and a 
total misunderstanding of Canada, both 
as to climate and fertility. But he went 
at it with understanding, and in no 
small way. He created the first, and 
ene of the greatest, of the land-selling 
erganizations that have canvassed the 
United States, and began to draw people 
across the boundary by hundreds and 
then by thousands. It was the ncarest 
and best area of supply, and all his 
gecesi took with them both money 


Pete ee, time Jrondead nal, 
n three thousand agents at w 
spreading the news about Canada, and 
selling Canadian lands. His own first 
purchase amounted to a million and a 
half acres; and his first ‘‘turn-over’’ 
was a million and a quarter actes, sold 
in seven months—a time record in re- 
tail sales that stands as yet unbroken. 

The way this wus done makes a story 
in itself... Davidson had elosed his pur- 
chase and was on his way from Toronto’ 
to Chicago, trying to think out a method 
ef operation that would commend itself 
to Yankee farmers with sufficient force 
to get them into Saskatchewan at once, 
and in numbers. 

To begin with, he had every 'confi- 
dence in the country and his own pro- 
position, and knéw full well ‘the right 
kind of men would make good for them- 
selves, if only he could reach that kind 
en a scale hrond enough to creaté a 
real movement, 

That was early in June, 1902. While 
a few hundred Yankee farmers had be- 
taken themselves to Canada in the five 
years last preceding, beginning with 
forty-seven in 1897, there was no organ- 
ized system, either of attracting or 
handling definite migration; and he de- 
liberately placed himself in a position 
where such a thing was necessary. Just 
how it should be gone about was the 
question to be answered at once. 

The answer presented itself the next 
day, in Chicago, at a luncheon in the 
Union League Club, where he sat at 
table with a half dozen friends, all of 
them bankers, Someone spoke, of his 
having bought a big tract of land ‘‘up 
morth,’’ and then another asked why 
he didn’t let them in on some of these 
good things. He said he had no objec- 
tion, but he was not drumming for part- 
ners, Then the first man suggested 
their going up north with him and look- 
img around. ° 

‘‘ All right, come along,’’ said David- 
sev. ‘‘Come is my guests, if you like.’’ 

‘*When.are you going?’’ 

He had not thought of that, nor of 
any such thing as a party, but he an- 
swered at once, ‘‘On the fifteenth. I’ve 
a private car, with room enough in it,’’ 

They all said it would be a great trip, 
aad joked each other about going; then 
the talk turned to other topics, 

While they chattered, a project was 
rapidly forming itself in Colonel David. 
sen’s head. He said no more then, but 
after luncheon he walked with his first 
questioner over to the bank, and going 
in with him, remarked: :

He hadn’t meant it, really, but inside 


five minutes he concluded it really 
would not be such a bad idea. Colonel

party with him,

His friend coiicluded to go. 

‘*There’s your ’phone,’’ said the Ool- 
enel, ‘‘Call up the others, and tell them 
it’s an invitation.’’ 

Within an hour all had accepted— 
aad a few more, One car would not be 
enough.

went back to the bank and told his 
friend he would be glad to have him 
extend the invitation to his correspond- 
eaats in the country. His friend rose to 
that, and got busy offering his country | 
bankers the time of their lives. The 
country bankers accepted to a man, All 
the other Chicago hankers were similar- 
ly told to ask their correspondents, with 
a like response, The one car had ex 
panded to eleven by the time the returns 
were all in, and the party, all bankers 
save a few newspaper men, left Chicago 
on the fifteenth as promised, in a special

And see how it happened: A casual 
remark found lodgment in the mind of 
a man alert enough to catch it, and 
strong enough to carry out, by instant 
means, the purpose it gave rise tu; and 
so, a new nation is growing up, in power 
and prosperity, ~ 

The way the parts of that excursion 
per dovetailed into each other may 
ook like remarkably adroit diplomacy, 
since fae! ear to it was put in tne 
attitude of conferring a handsome favor 
upon others, without trouble or cost to 
himself. But it was less adroit than 
broad and simple, so that the end was 
reached by the shortest eut and all was 
done fairly, in the open light. It took 
a large-mipded man, though, to see it, 
and to put it through. 

Snch men are fashioned to much 
honor, from their cradles. Davidson’s 
was.a crude one, on the farm his father 
had hewn from an Ontario forest, and 
his*earlier days were hard, aud hardy. 
People who knew him tell, of his earn- 
estness and industry even ther, and the 
xromise he gave of future usefulness. 
His old school teacher, Mrs. Mary Cor- 
neil, carries a vivid memory of the time 
when he was under her charge, 

‘*He was a boy who always ‘seem- 
ed to have a purpose in view in what- 
ever he undertook,’’ she says. ‘‘As a 
student he was very energetic and in- 
dustrious, anxious to ae¢quire knowledge 
for himself rather than to excel others. 
Had I never known of his subsequent 
career, I would haye the fecling that 
he was filling a man’s place some- 
where.’’ 

Another of the neighbors at Glencoe, 
Tsang Rathburn, sourds tho note that 
has ‘dominated all Colonel Davidson’s 
iife, in this little incident, 

‘Whatever he was engaged in, ho 
made the very best of. 1 remember 
when he was a boy going to school, he 
took care of a team of horses for a man 
near by, to pay for his board. He often 
drew my attention to the pride he took 
in seeing them look sleek.’’ And Mr, 
Rathburn adds with uneticn, ‘‘ Colonel 
Davidson is truly a self-made man, and 
he certainly made a good job of it.’’ 

It was the father cf one of his sehvol- 
mates who gave him his impulse to fare 
forth from -Glencoe, This gentleman’s 
name was Nathaniel Currie, and he 
nppears to have been a man of con- 
siderable affairs himself, beigg a men- 
ber of parliament for that riding, a sue 
cessful railway contractor, and the own- 
er of the townsite.

She 
fired Andrew’s ambition and gave him 
sound counsel in all matters. When he 
left the farm to go to school at Glencoe 
she asked him to promise her that he 
would never drink whiskey and never 
smoke, and that promise he has stead- 
fustly kept.

Let no one think the story has been 
one all of laurels and bay, even since its 
scene changed from Blair to Minneota, 
years ago, for there have been reverses, 
and many hours tuat to a mind less firm 
in its own hold upon itself and its ‘in- 
tents would have heen filled with black 
doubt and poisonous worriment. If the 
average of success has been high, and 
the position attained is secure, it is be- 
cause his character is of the cast that 
‘fin suifering all hath suffefed nothing’’ 
and that ‘‘fortune’s buffets and re- 
wards hath ta’en with equal thanks,’’ 
He has a healthy mind in a particularly 
healthy body. His mentality reeeives a 
joke as promptly as it rejects the toxin 
have accom- 
plished so much without: the saving 
sense of humor, covering so granite a 
resolution a8 opposed to the shock of 
circumstance, That man who never errs 
in judgment or act, or who in earving 
out his own fortune has nothing but 
success, is not among this world’s pos- 
sibilities, But the man who, having 
taken a bump, can benefit by the lesson 
it may convey, and let the rest go, is 
pretty certain of a high place in the 
seats of security, It is.a great thing to 
be able to realize that ‘‘what’s past 
hope is past praying for,’’ and then 
proceed to the next thing with unabated 
strength and ‘the steady will to make 
that next thing go. 

Tn saying this I am trying to give a 
picture of the Davidson who is back 
of the man you. see—of the man who 
looks out of Davidson’s eyes and speaks 
through Davidson’s lips—the real Dav- 
idson. Look at the photograph, and 
you see his strong exterior; but the 
outward and visible signs offer no more 
than an impression of the inward and 
vital foree eeed, by whose works he 
is known.

Thus the 
government expends upon the redemp- 
tion of the stamp many thousand times 
what it receives, and the carrier must 
nt single-handed with sayage nature, 
His life and thé. safety of the packet 
intrusted to him are at all times in peril.

The prisoner has an ohly 
daughter; dying in his. prison, his sole 
thought is of this beloved offspring. He 
has no friend or relative in Spain to 
whose care he can commit her. In this 
emergeney his thoughts turn to the dis- 
tant relative-in the United States whom 
he has never seen and of whom he 
knows only through hearsay or the fam- 
ily tree. Will the distant relative as- 
sume the guardiahship of the darling 
daughter, and the darling daughter’s 
fortune of about $30,000? If the dis- 
tant, relative accepts the trust, — one- 
fourth of the prisoner’s entiré fortune 
will be the material reward. The, good 
po will go at onee to the United 

tates and take the darling daughter 
with him, There is but one condition: 
the ready money which the prisoner: 
brought with him té Spain has been ex- 
hausted; the distant relative is’ there- 
fore requested to send enough to liber- 
ate the valise containing the secret re- 
ceptacle and the certificate of deposit. 
This money is to be sent to the good 
priest at an address indicated, and, hav- 
ing received it, the good priest will, at 
once secure the valise and start for Am- 
erica, the ‘‘land of the free and the 
home of the brave,’’ with the darling 
daughter. 


The above is generally the first letter 
of a series. It is quickly followed by 
another in which the prisoner pathetic- 
ally states that his strength is rapidly 
failing and the end is near. He be- 
seeches his dear distant relative to as- 
sume the trust and be a loving father 
to his darling daughter, The third let- 
ter is from the good priest himself, who 
in brief, touching terms, and hopelessly 
bad English, announces the death of the 
unhappy prisoner; the good priest adds 
that the darlin Pegs is under his 
care, He is ready to put his promise in- 
to execution and start for the United 
States as soon as he shall have reecived 
the necessary funds from the distant 
relative. The good priest frequently 
encloses with his letter a bogus news- 
paper announcing the death in prison at 
Barcelona of the famous Cuban patriot 
(sometimes called Augustin Lafiente); 
the newspaper notice also speaks cun- 
ningly of the confiseated valise and tho 
darling daughter. 


It is a simple scheme, but presented 
in such a plausible way that almost any 
unsuspecting ‘‘distant realtive’’ of 
European extraction would be more or 
less deceived by the glad prospect of 
falling heir to the agreeable custudy of 
a darling daughter with a big fortune, 
and a one-fourth interest therein as an 
additional recompense, 


Naturally the first impulse of the dis- 
tant relative is to ask a lawyer or a 
judge or some authority what course 
he ought to pursue in the premiseg, but 
as he thinks of doing this his attention 
is taken by the warning in the prisou- 
er’s letter besceching him not to men- 
tion the matter to any living soul lest | 
the secret of the valise and fhe hidden | 
receptacle be indiseretly betrayed. 

The valise, after all, with its conceal- 
ed certificate of deposit, is the key to 
the situation and possession must be 
taken of it before anything can be done 
or said, This (so cunningly set forth by 
the prisoner) is very ovitlent to the dis 
tant relative, and so he quite frequently

CHESS AND ITS VOTARIES 
AUL MORPHY, the famous chess- 
player, once paid a visit to Rich- 
mond, Virginia, where he was the 
guest of a clergyman. On his arrival 
at the clergyman’s house Mr. Morphy 
was at once :ttracted by a painting over 
the mantel, which was a copy of a fam- 
ous. picture representing a game of chess 
beteween a young man and the devil, 
the stake Largs 4 the young man’s soul. 

_The artist had most graphically de- 
picted that point in the game where it 
was apparently the young man’s next 
move, and he seemed just to realize the 
fact that he had lost the game, the 
agony of despair being shown in every 
line of his features and attitude, while 
his adversary from the opposite side of 
the table gloated over him with fiend- 
ish delight. 

The position of the game appeared 
quite hopeless for the young man, and 
the clergyman said that he had often 
studied it with his chess friends, and all 
agreed that the young man’s game was 
certainly lost.

A REMARKABLE RAILWAY 


E_ operations of the Congo State 
; Railway running between Matadi, 

at the mouth of the Oongo River 
and erp | ool, ‘a distance of two 
hundred an miles away, is attend- 
ed with many oda features. The time 
tequired to accomplish the journey is 
twenty-four hours, and it is said that 
the sensations accempanying such a 
journey are startling, 

When the passenger at Matadi pre- 
pares to embark, he first pays over to 
the station-agent the sum of five hun- 
dred francs (one hundred dollars), He 
then boards the train, but he has no 
ticket. The sum mentioned entitles him 
toa first-class passage, Second-class cars 


are also run, but as these are for the | 


natives, no white man is permitted «to 
travel in them. Seeond-elass passage 
costs but fifty franes, or ten dollars. 
The Congo State Railway boasts only 
one passenger train, eonsisting of sev- 
eral first-class and second-class cars and 
a baggARe-cat, and this train runs every 
other day. The first-class ears are about 
he size of an old horse-car in the United 
States and are fitted with small extra- 
ordinarily uncomfortable chairs, » 


than flat ears provided with low board 
sides, with no seats, and with no cover- 
ing to ‘protect the natives from the 
scorching s of the sun or the drench- 
ing rains. ‘The bag, ear is a duplica- 
tion of the second-class car, over which 
a canvas is stretched to keep. off the wet. 

From Matadi the road takes a tor- 
tuous course through the Pallaballa 
Mountains, twisting and winding, for 
eighteen miles like an - exaggerated 
switchback, until finally it reaches the 
ummit, which is about 17,000 feet above 


sea-level. The grade of this queer road 
te whowt: O- fact .te ovory: 


Only ordinfry hand-brakes are provided 
on the trains, a circumstanee that adds 
much to the apprehension of the strang- 
er as the train proceeds on its downward 
oe screeching or grosain frightfully 
under its heavy load, and his apprehen- 
sion is increased as the train plunges 
ahead through the great gorges, skirt- 
ing streams and passing over ravines 
hundreds of feet in depth. 

Although the fares on the Congo State 
Railwvy-are excessive, averaging about 
forty cents per mile, the passenger pre- 
fers to use this evtraordinary road 
rather than to adopt the old way of 
traveling through the woods with native 
guides, an alternative which means a 
three weeks’ journey. 

When the Congo Railway was first 
suggested, many familiar with the na- 
ture of the country through which it 
was to run langhed at the idea of build- 
ing a road over the top of the Pallaballa 
Movntains. The Belgian engineers were, 
however, nothing daunted, and after 
nine years’ industry eompleted one of 
tho most remarkable feats /in. railroad 
engineéring accomplished anywhere. 

Thongh the system is a small one, it 
is srid to be one of the best, if not the 
very best, paying lines in the world, and 
its stock isnot to be hadsat any reason- 
able figure, 


LIGHT AND COLOR IN THE DEEP 
8EA 
A’ a depth of only two hundred fath- 
oms.the light of the unclouded sun 
penertating the ocean is reduced, 
it is said, to equality with the star- 
light of a clear night on the surface. 
At more profound depths the sunlight 
is entirely extinguished, Yet there are 
both light and color at the bottom of 
the sea, The light is of phosphorescent 
origin, and it may be remarked that in 
general the fixed forms of life are not 
behind their free-swimming allies in 
light-emitting powers. Agassiz speaks 
of the -illuminations produced by the 
movements of abyssal fishes through the 
forests of phosphorescent sea pens, fan 
corals, red corals, and othtr alcyonaria. 
The colors of deep-sea animals are both 
brilliant and varied, 

The quantity of light emitted by such 
animals is so great as to supply over 
definite areag of the sea bottom a suffi- 
cient illumination to render visible. the 
colors of the animals themselves. Some 
cephalopods are furnished with appara- 
tus whieh reflects the light from their 
phosphorescent bodies ypon the sea bot- 
tom over which they float, This reflect- 
ing apparatus has been described as 
‘fan etticient bull’s-eye lantern, for use 
in hunting through the abyssal dark- 
ness, 


PLANT SOCIETIES 

HE science of botany has been great- 
ly advanced by the development of 
what may be called the sociology 
of plants-—-that is, the study of their 
relations to one another as well as their 
adjustments to surroundings. Botanists 
recognize that plants are not scattered 
haphazard”ever the globe, but are organ- 
ized into definite communities. A pond 
has its plant society, all the members 
of which fall into their grape? places, 
A swamp forest consists of trees possess- 
ing a certain social relationship and dif- 
fering from those that form a forest on 
dry land. There is progression from one 
social organization of plants to another. 
A little pond may give place to a swamp 
moor, this to a society of swamp shruos, 
and this again to a swamp forest of 
tamarack, pine, and hemlocks. So so- 
cieties of plants on dry land succeed one 

another as the conditions change.

NOVEL 


HE death of Orville J. Victor, which 
oceurred at his hime in Hohokus, 
New Jersey, recently, removed a 
remarkable character and a man possess- 
ing a‘distinetive claim to celebrity. Only 
two or three newspapers chronicled his 
demise, and none of them referred to 
the work with which he was longest as- 
sociated, They told of the histories 
and biographies which he wrote and of 
the newspapers and periodicals, which 
he conducted. None of them mention- 
ed his connection with Beadle’s Dime 
Novels, all of whieh he edited for many 
years. 

How the pulses of the robust boys of 
forty or fifty years ago stir today when 
they recall ‘*‘ Malaeska, the Indian Wife 
of the White Hunter;’’ ‘‘Seth Jones;’’ 
*‘*Onomoo, the Huron’’—and the other 
paper-covered pocket treasures which 
Orville J. Victor’s skilful staff of con- 
tributors produced in the sixties and 
seventies of the past century, Both the 
Beadles died long ago, and so did 
Adams, their partner in the publishing 
business, . And now their accomplished 
and versatile editor has departed, The 
Beadle series were the pioneers in the 
dime-novel field, and’ they were better 
than any of their imitators of the latter 
period, 

Of those who were associated in any 
capacity in a prominent way with the 
Beadle novels in their earlier and great- 
er days all are dead except Edward 8. 
Ellis and Mary A. Denison. Dr. Ellis’s 
‘*Beth Jones,’’ which was printed just 
half a century ago, and which was the 
most famous of, all the ‘‘dimes,’’ was 
translated into a dozen languages and 
had a sale of over five hundred thous 
and copies.

national in its character, attracte more 
attention, is more valuable and is one 
of the big classics of the trotting turf. 
It bas usually commanded the beat 
three-year-olds of the fog and has al- 
ways been won strictly on its merits, 
{t is the world’s trotting Derby, and the 
colt of filly that wins it is worth a for- 
tune to his owner, as the prices paid for 
many of the winners will prove. Its in- 
fluence on the ange 3 interests has 
been enormous, At the time it was 
started, two and three-year old trotters 
had few opportunities to earn money, 
and the breeders’ burden of having to 
carry stock till it was four, five or even 
six years old was very heavy. That 
state of affairs has been changed 
through the Kentucky and other rich 
futurities which followed its inception. 

There is now an active demand for 
well-engaged  yearlin and two-year- 
olds, and they are sold either at public 
auction or private sale. Owners have 
discovered that a good two or three- 
year-old is a better paying ih agg 
than a first elass aged campaigner. The 
earning capacity of the trotter has been 
materially increased and the futurities 
have done it. ‘ 

The first Kentucky Futurity was de- 
cided in 1893. It was distinctly a stake 
and was worth $11,850. It was then 
called the Representative Stallion Stake 
and was a most memorable race. There 
were eleven starters, and three young 
stallions were the pricipal contenders, 
and they finished in that order. Medio, 
by Pilot Medium, dam Lady Epicure by 
Epicure 3582, won the first and second 
heats in 2.14% and 2.1414, with Oro 
Wilkes second, who then went on and 
won the race. The winner was Sable 
Wilkes, dam Ellen Mahew by Director. 
The Conqueror, by Egotist, was third, 
while in the field were Baronmore, Wild- 
mareh, Axle and Margrave. 

In 1894 the race had its present name, 
and was worth $26)430. It had nine 
competitors, and the fillies had the best 
of it. It was won in straight heats by 
that good filly Beuzatta, by Onward, 
dam Beulah, by Harold, and the best 
time was in the fourth heat, 2.144%. She 
was away better than her field, as she 
amply demonstrated later on,. In 1895 
it was guaranteed at $20,000, and 
though the field was small, there being 
only; seven starters, it was full of qual- 
ity, \the starters being that great colt 
Oakland Baron, by Baron Wilkes; Kat- 
rina Belle, by St. Bel; Scourine, by Wil- 
ton; Boreal, by Bow Bells; Impetuous, 
by Dictator; Larabie, by Jay Bird, and 
Shadow, by Night Hawk. The first heat 
was dead between Oakland Baron and 
Katrina Belle, but in three great heats 
after he defeated Scourine, who was a 
close second clean up to the wire. He 
won in 2.1614, 2.164% and 2,18. How 
Oakland Baron went on and made bril- 
liant campaigns later, how he retired 
with a record of 2.0914, and then sired 
sensational performers is a matter of 
history. He was certainly ore of the 
star winners of the Kentucky Futurity.

The futurity of 1896 was remarkable 
in many respects, and will always stand 
Sate sta fopeto the small breed= 
dr and trainer. It was won by the roan 

lly Rose Croix, dam Lizzie Rider, b 
‘Billy Wilkes, who was bred by the well 
known trainer, M. E. MeHenry, of Free- 
port, Ill., trained and developed by him 
and driven to victory by him and a soli- 
tary entry. There were eleven in the 
field and in the first heat the filly was 
last, Fred S. Moody winning the heat 
in 2,14. By this time McHenry had siz- 
ed up his- field and got his filly ready 
for the fray, and he beat out Fred 8. 
Moody in the same time, and he won the 
next two heats in 2.16 and 2.17. It\was 
the one great race for Rose Croix and a 
triumph of the trainer’s art. Rose Croix 
never lived up to the promise of her 
youth, and was recently sold as a brood 
mare at a very low figure. Fame on the 
trotting turf is a fickle goddess.

The filly Thorn won in 1897, and it 
was a splendid contest of six heats. She 
was by Wilkes Boy, dam Kincora, dam 
of Constantine, 2.12%, by Mambrino 
Patchen, The first heat went in 2.19 to 
the brown filly China Silk, by Prodigal,

who was a factor in the big fight to the 
finish. Then the grey gelding Preston, 
by Ponce de Leon, captured two heats 
in 2.13% and 2.17%. ‘Thorn, who had 
been 4, 3, 2, now came to the front, and, 
though Preston was second in each heat, 
Thorn won in 2.14, 2.15% and 2.16%. 
Though the time was not fast it was a 
great race and was probably won by the 
clever reinsmanship of that wizard of 
the sulky, O, A, Hickok. 


The futurity of 1898 will always have 
a place in history not because it was a 
great race, but because it was won by a 
great horse, Peter the Great, by Pilot 
Medium, dam the famous brood mare 
Santos, by Grand Sentinel. There were 
only six starters, with Charley Herr the 
best of the bunch. The great son of 
Pilot Medium won as he pleased in 
2.15%, 2,14 and 2.124%. He proved him- 
self later to be the most illustrious son 
of his famous sire, and promises in the 
stud to be as great a success as he was 
on the track. In this race, outside of 
first money, honors were very equal, as 
Limerick, by Prodigal, Charley Herr 
and Seraphina stood the same in the 
summary and divided second, third and 
fourth moneys, 


* The race of 1899 was one of surprises 
and sensational from beginning to end, 
and was probably the medium for a 
greater volume a apteslatice than any 
other futurity before or since on the 
race. Boralma, by Boreal, was the star

took five heats to find the winner, In

DISCOVERER OF THE WATER JET 


HE water jet, says Engineering-Contracting, has been used 
for so many years both in putting down and pulling

One day in wading around 
his boots beeame stuck in a tenacious mud and he found it 
impossible to pull them out. There happened to be a “hose 
near by and one of the men handed it to the officer, the idea 
being that he could wash the mud away from his boots, The 
water was turned on and the officer applied the stream to his 
feet. To his surprise he sank deeper. He tried it again and 
By this time he was in

pulled him out by means of a small hand derrick, Onee on 
shore he began to think. If a stream of water applied to a 
man’s feet will cause him to sink deeper in the mud, why 
won't it have the same effect if applied to the base of a pile? 
He tried it and the pile which had obstinately refused to go 
down before sank easily to place, and in that way, states tra- 
dition, was discovered the use of the water jet for putting 
down piling.’’
